acres of school land 
in the

valued at about nine thousand 
dollars 
The land was sold 
to 
Ed Claridge 
Hearing on the petition for the 
distribution 
of the estate 
was 
held in February 
1918 
It was 
thought that a sister 
Mrs 
Gri-- 
jalva 
who is the widow of Mari 
jilda Grijalva 
for many 
years 
the 
Indian 
interpreter 
in the 
District Court at 
Solompnville 
and Mrs Tapia of Needles 
Cal 
ifornia 
a daughter 
of another 
sister 
were the 
only heirs of 
Augustine 
and they sought to 
have the entire estate of between 
eight and nine thousand 
dollars 
distributed to them 
It developed 
at the hearing 
however that Augustine had a 
brother 
Francisco 
Jorquez and 
a sister 
Enjinia 
Jorquez 
who 
were living some twenty five or 
thirty years ago at Chenappa 
Sonora 
Mexico 
Mrs Grijalva testified that she 
had not heard from them during 
all this time but had heard some
